County Highway Engineer C. W. 
Denny submitted his annual report 
to the county court Monday, showing 
a splendid year’s wrork. as follows; 
To the Honorable County Court of 
Pettis County, Mo.: 
I have the honor of submitting to

port, giving detailed statements of 
the work done, and money expended, 
under my supervision during .‘he year 
1912. 
Much of the work during (lie last 
year has been slip work, widening 
our roads, cutting down hills, and 
fixing up bad places in the roads.
